Wenchow availed themselves of an Imporial 
Edict, which allowed tho exportation of rica 
from any part of the Empire; they chartered 
vessels to engage in the trade, but the local 
authorities seized the janka and placed the 
merchants under srrest, refusing to admit the 
applicability of the Imperial Resoript to Wén- 
chow. Tho Guild appealed to the provincial 
authorities at Hangchow, withont obtaining 
redress ; but, carrying their complaint to Peking, 
they ssoared oxemption from further annoyance. 


GENERAL ADMINIQTBATION OF GUILDS. 
‘The officers consist of a genéral manager; ‘a 
committes, who are elected annually, buteligible 
for re-election. Inu large centres of trade, exch 
ataple commodity has its committee-man, as at 
Ningpo. The Fukien Guild has three’ distinct 
‘departments~—sugar, timber, and miscallaneons 
articles; while there aro also sub-Gnilds for 
raveral of its prefectures. In small ports the 
manugement ig often assumed by members in 
taro, The most important functiopary is the 
permanent secretary, a salaried soholar of litorary 
rank, who, in virtue of his litarary position, has 
the right of personally interviewing the man- 
dazinate, ond, a9 Guild delegate, has a recogni- 
sed official standing. Hoe is a medium of all 
correspondence, and at the Yaméns appears as 
the Guild’s legal representative, pleading for its 
interests, domanding redress for ita injured 
mentor, defending and protecting his con- 
stitnuonte'as. gooasion requires. He is nsefal to 
focal anthoritied soliciting from hig Guild 
subsoriptions for public works, charities, and 

extraordinary exigencies, es 
Tho membership seldom exceeds thirty, and 
whon meetings ara convenced, those who attend 
are not too nomerous to consider questions that 
some up for disoussion. Although thore are no 
written parliamentary roles -for proceodings, 
decisions sre- arrived at with the decoram that 
befits deliberative bodies gonerally. vary in- 
atitution, however, has ita garrulous, fussy,

| _ GUILDS AND FOREIGN MEXCHANTS. 

In the history of foreign interconrse with 
China, the co-hong Guild of Canton stands pro- 
minont, ad enjoying a-monopoly in trade, as col- 
lectors of duties,* and as the sole medium of com- 
munication with foreigners, moreantile and of- 
ficial, Hytablishod in 1720, it continucd until by 
tho Tronty of Nanking, -1842, it was, abolished. 
Its epirit, however, animated so many that mono- 
poliss called for farther measures af repression. 
In 1847 it was stipulated that foroigners are to 
be admitted to trade with any and all subjasts of 
China, without distinction; thoy shall not be sab- 
ject to any new limitations, aor impoded in busi- 


. +} ness by monopolies or otherinjarious restrictions. 


Bloren yoars Inter the French treaty provided : 
“No privileged commercial society uhatl honos 
forward bo established in China, and the same 
shall apply to an organised coalition, having for 
its ond: tho oxorciso of a monopoly on trade—tho 
Chinesa suthoriting ta dissolve sach associations, 
and to prevent the existanas of any by prohibi- 
tions, so as to rémove all that may stand in the 
way of free competition.” 

‘ousidering that those attempts to suppross 
long-established institutions were forcad-on the 
Chineso, and considering also that ‘many for- 
eigners have systematically avaded their own 


treaty obligations, monopolics have, beau kept, 
tolorably well in hand, Still, as Consult Giles 
remarks: Several poltisions have occurred that 
at the timo attracted considorable attention, but 
which bre now woll-nigh forgotten. Some of 
theee are hare recorded, as further illustrative of 
the making of those patent engines of Chinese 
commerce. 
For more than a fortnight the sxport and im- 
port trade of Swatow, suffered & tital ooasntion 
in’ aongeqnence of resistance to an attampti by 
native morchants forcibly to abrogates Customs 
trnle,: which required cargo-boats t6 bring 
goods to the Customs jetty for oxeminstion ; 
frustrated in that, tho Guia {not in its official. 
‘capacity, bat anonymously, the aot. being 
illegal) addressed a oirsnlar to nl! the ports, atat- 
ing that, afters fixed date, Syatow merchants 
must osnse toreveive or ship-merohandiae or to 
charter railing vessel or ateomors. After the 
srind named; two yosrola thot’ arrived’ had to 
Pave thoir cargo stored in theiragent’s godawns, 
tho consignaca not daring to apply for it from 
fear of “boyeotting.” Above 2,00) ooolies wore 
thrown ont ofemployment. Thirty-five steamera 
suffered heavily from the suspension of trade. 
Emboldened by successes in “ boyootting ” mer. 
chants, the Guild felt atrong enough to heard 
and defy the suthorities, for high the guilty. 
were so condignly punisted, as to be deterrent 
of future enterprises of thet desoription. 
* In 1883 a long-ponding dispute batwoon toa 
Quilds and foreign tea morcbants at Hankow 
cate to 4 oriais—the former complaining. of yu- 
riable and falee: woighta used by the letter, ap. 
abusa which. they proposed to rectify by appoint- 
jng an approved foroigaer, to-whom they were, 
themselrea to pay 4 liberal salary, who should 
act ag tmpire in all disputes anant taa-weighing. 
Foreign tes dealers objected, not keing willing 
to have an outsider on their proualses when that 
operation is going on; an 
meeting at which it waa decided to ccaso buying 
tea until it could be procured as ‘under former 
uaay On that tha native teamen “ tabcood ™ 
the foreign firm, which, when it entered the 
market, found no teamen were allowed to send 
tea to-a dissident merchant..'T'ea-trading was 
totally suspended.
